When a company provides tenements for its employes 
there should be some provision of law to .protect 
the 
tenants 
against 


arbitrary eviction on account of some disagreement with the company in 
regard to wages or emplo3'mcnt. The steamship on the ocean is not author- 
ized' by Inw to eject stowaways who have not paid their passage before 
going aboard. 
The legal remedy can be applied on reaching shore. It is 


almost equal to a.death senlence for poor families, such as some of the 
Ludlow strikers, to be thrown out of their homes in (he depths of winter 
without money for food or shelter and without the time or opportunity to 
find employment elsewhere. It seems lo be an outrage upon humanity nml 
to be a proper case for the interference of the stale. 
The bust way to 


prevent a repetition of such evictions is t-o restrict the power of companies 
to evict their tenants on account of a labor strike without a reasonable 
notice, sny of one, two or three mouths. There should be some positive 
provision against such evictions in the dead of winter when poor families 
cannot go elsewhere to find employment.

Told That They Must Protect 


Passengers 


The state railroad commissioners is- 


«iied a finding yesterday as to tho 
transportation of intoxicated persons 
on street railway cars. J. H. Wheelook 
and others, residents of Worcester, had 
complained 
about 
conditions 
-which 


they said existed on 'certain cars o£ the 
'Worcester consolidated street railway 


The commissioners say that it is the 


duty of the railway management abso- 
lutely to protect the traveling public 
from intoxicated persons, and that 
wherever conditions lead to the pres- 
ence of such persons on the cars there 
must be an active and energetic en- 
forcement of the law. 


The statutes relative to the employ- 


ment of street railway police are called 
to the attention of street railway man- 
agers generally. The board does not 
give any weight to the suggestion of 
partitions in cars for the segregation 
of persons under the influence of liq- 
uor. 


"Conditions similar to those in "Wor- 


cester," says the board, "have been 
brought to our attention In Fall River. 
Both of these cities are no-license cities 
, and it appears that certain residents 
of each ride upon the street railways 
to adjacent' towns where liquor is sold. 
This state of affairs creates conditions 
which at times outrage all sense of 
delicacy or decency. 
"In the cities the police are of suffi- 
cient number to preserve order 
and 
make arrests when occasion requirej; 
but on long interurban rides a terrltor 
is covered where local officers are fre 
quently beyond the call of the 
em 
ployes of the companies. While loco, 
officers should be relied, upon in tow

EVICTIONS THAT SHOULD BE PREVENTED BY LAW. 


A good deal of indignation has been caused all over the state by the 


. evictions at Ludlow. It seems that there should be some legislation to pre- 


vent a company from treating its employes with such-rigor as has been 
-witnessed at Ludlow. When a company provides tenements for its employes 
there should be some, provision of law to protect 
the 
tenants 
against, 


arbitrary eviction on account of some disagreement with the company in 
regard io wages or employment. Tho steamship on the ocean is riot author- 
ized by law to eject stowaways who have not paid their passage before 
going aboard. 
The legal remedy cnn he applied on reaching shore. Jt is 


almost equal to a death sentence for poor families, such as some of the 
Lndlow strikers, to be thrown out of ilieir homes in the depths of winter 
without money for. food or shelter and without the time or opportunity to 
find employment elsewhere. It seems to be an outrage upon Immunity "and 
to be a proper case for the interference of the stiite. 
The best way to 


prevent a repetition of such evictions-is-to restrict the power of companies 
to evict their tenants on account of a labor strike without a reasonable 
notice, say of one, two or three months. There should be some positive 
provision against such evictions in the dead of winter when poor families 
cannot go elsewhere to find employment.

The water board is to place sanitary faucets on all the drinking foun- 


tains throughout the city. That will do away with the danger of com- 


f municating disease through the public drinking oup which has been in use 


• from time immemorial. This is one of the preventive, measures now so com- 


mon and which mean so muoh for the betterment of the race. Every little 
helps. We have an anti-spitting law, the objects of which arc also to pre- 
vent the spread of disease, but it is not -observed as generally as it should be. 


- In-the smooth paving of our streets there is not only n 
source of 


pleasure on account of the even surface but a source of safety from a sani- 
tary point, of view. Tho old granite block paving with open crevices is the 
lurking place for a great variety of disease germs. This can be seen when 
the paving is taken up as it usually gives off n most offensive odor. 
For 


this reason it is most desirable from a sanitary point of view, that as many 
as possible of the streets in the congested districts be smooth paved as this 
makes it easy to keep them clean. Smooth paved streets as compared with 
rough, muddy or dusty streets are beneficial to tho 
public 
health'. We 


should have more of them and we should also have as many as possible of 
the other preventives of disease. 
Bui until we can have such streets smooth 


paved the next best remedy is to keep them as clean as possible.

dom any fundamental concern with the 
principles umlerlving 
the science 
of 


medicine. There is, however, one very 
linuwtiiiit though not fundamental fif.ld 
in which 
I he doctor and 
the 
lawyer 


come Into close relation, and it is with 
that that I wish to deal this afternoon.

Blamed for the Wreck 


at Greensboro 


GREENSBORO, N. C., Dec. 16.—No 


deaths in addition to the twelve already 
reported have occurred as a result of 
the wreck on the Southern railroad yes- 
terday "at Heidy Fork trestle about ten 
miles north of here. 
Although more 


than a score were injured, 
many 
of 


them still being at St. Leo'B hospital 
here, It Is not thought that any of these 
will die. The four railroad cars, two 
day coaches and two sleepers, left tho 
track and rolled down a 50 foot em- 
bankment nt tho end of the trestle into 
a creek. Most of the killed and seri- 
ously injured were in 
the Richmond 
sleeper. It is believed the removal of 
tho debris will show more dead bodies.

although his son suffered a few slight 
ctita and bruises, and Mr. Russell had 
his collarbone broken.

Mother is Accused of Merinj 


Her Daughter 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Mrs. Caroline 


B. Martin, mother of Ocey Sncad, the 
East Orange bath tub victim talked 
of suicide and collapsed as she was 
being led to a cell in the Mercer street 
Poljco station early today. 


. "The ending Is death," was 
Mrs. 


Martin's reported comment on the an- 
swer of the detectives to her question 
as to what the legal proceedings would 
be^ in ^her case. 


"I would welcome death," the detec- 


tives reported her as continuing. 
"I 


am old and can't help anyone and am 
of no use. 
I want to go to heaven." 


The elderly woman's condition was 


pitiable. 
When she was brought 
to 


the station house and turned over to 
the kindly oflices of the matron she 
fainted but was revived and then led 
to her solitary cell. 


Mrs. Martin was arrested late last 


night on a warrant Issued .in New 
Jersey, charging her with the'murder 
of Ocey Snead, her daughter.

EVICTIONS THAT SHOULD BE PREVENTED BY LAW. 


A good deal of indignation has been caused all over the stnte by the 


emotions at I/ndlow. It seems that thera should be some legislation to pro 
vent a company from treating its employes with such rigor as .has beei 
witnessed at Ludlow. When a company provides tenements for its employe: 
there should be some provision of .law to protect 
the 
tenants 
agaius 


arbitrary eviction on account of some disagreement with the company ii 
regard to wages or employment. The steamship on the ocean in not author 
ized by law to eject stowaways who have not paid their passage before 
going aboard. The legal remedy cun be applied on reaching shore. 
It is 


almost equal to a death sentence for poor families, such as some of the 
Ludlow strikers, to be thrown out of their homes in the depths of winter 
without money for food or shelter and without the time or opportunity to 
find employment elsewhere. It seems to be an outrage upon humanity nml 
to be a proper case for tlie interference of the state. The best way to 
prevent a repetition of such evictions'is'to restrict the power of eompnnics 
to evict their tenants on account of a labor strike without, a reasonable 
notice, say of one, two or three months. 
There should be some positive 


provision against such evictions in the dead of winter when poor families 
cannot- go elsewhere to find employment. 


SOME PREVENTIVES OF DISEASE. 


The -water board is to-place sanitary faucets on nil tho drinking foun- 


tains throughout the city. That will do away with tho danger of com- 
municating disease through tho public drinking cup which has been in use 
from time immemorial. This is one of the preventive measures now so com- 
mon and which mean BO much for the betterment of tho race. Every little 
helps. We have'an'anti-spitting law, tho objects of which are also to pre- 
vent the spread of disease,-but it-is not observed as generally as it should be. 


In the smooth paving of our streets there is not only a 
source o 


pleasure on account of tho oven surface but a source of safety from a snni 
tary point of view. The old granite block paving with open crevices is th_ 
lurking place for a great variety of disease germs. This can be seen when 
the paving is taken up as it usually gives off a most offensive odor. For 
this reason it is most desirable from a sanitary point of view, that as man} 
as possible of the streets in the congested districts be smooth paved as this 
makes it easy to keep, them clean. Smooth paved streets as compared with 
rough, muddy or dusty streets are beneficial to the 
public 
health. WP 


should have more of them and wo should also have as many as possible of 
the other preventives of disease. But until we can have such streets smooth 
paved (he next best remedy is to keep them as clean as possible.
